Tho wiints and nccessit'^ ot mankind seem to 
tequflro banks, and Vvhon they are under tbe con- 
trol cf caution«', prudent and weal: by men, confer 
^eat benefits on society by facilitating commer- 
cial trane&'otion, and ancrding a|3afe and conren- 
i ^ t circulating medium. 
But. bankf, to be safe 
must be predicated upon tbe basis of solid wcahb. 
It is useless to talk about philanthropy, heroism, 
bonesty and this, that, and the other essentials 
of moral and upright life,it it money and intellect 
that are required as the corner stones of safe 
banking. 
Mmey is in tbe hands of tbe shrewd 
aVtd enterprising, who trade, speculate, and live 
at ease at tbe e ^ n s è of the real prodactive in 
dustry ot thè country. 
Say what we will about 
tbe heartlessneas of money gods, their scheming 
ànd.intrigues,their efforts to acquire and perpetu- 
ate influence in the affairs of tbe count -y, it is 
nevertbe'ess trvre,. that the very privileges they 
sometimes ^iulc^while looking Mainly to tbe promo- 
tion of their own interests, are of such a char- 
acter, so dependent upon and cloeely interwoven 
with the wants of society, that tbey do not put 
forth an effi>rt does tiot reboutrd with beneficial 
effect ttpon the community.
